There are greater efforts to unite the 
field on anybody to beat Cleveland. There is ap- 
parently more talk about the opposition in New 
York and Cleveland's enemies than has before been 
heard.

Had 
Cochran spoken from another standpoint than that 
of the hated Tammany he would undoubtedly have 
created a stampede. As it was he damped the 
Cleveland enthusiasm toa wonderful extent, 
checked the boom and caused its ebb to 
set in. Unfortunately for the anti-Cleveland men, 
however, they had provided no candidate to whom 
the disaffected, or almost disaffected, Cleveland 
supporters might go.

is an October State, made his candidacy all but 
preposterous. 

THE UNAVAILABILITY OF BAYARD 
had been preached to Southern delegates till 
they accepted it almost asa fact beyond question, 
‘aud hence they were slow togotohim. McDonald 
had.less that was objectionable, but for some unde- 
fined cause McDonald has come to be regarded as 
more a candidate forsecond than for first-place. 
Busler — well the shameful treat- 
men accorded him by the hissing thousands, 
when he entered the Convention Hall showed how 
he stood. Randall and Carlise were both considered 
out of the question, because each represented one 
wing of the party so distinctly and radically that it 
would be inconsistent for him to pretend to repre- 
sent the other.
